GIRARDEAU'S CHARGE A LIE, 
SAYS MAYOR WOODWARD 


From Floor of Council Chief Execu- 
tive Denounced as “Infamous 
Lie’? Charge That He Fixed 
Committee—Was Heated 
Session Throughout. 


By a vote of 15 to 5 the general coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon declineg to rati-| 
fy the tax committee’s appointment of | 
R. Cc. Bosche to the clerkship in the | 
recorder’s court, and in doing so indulg- ! 
ed in one of the most heated debates | 
that has ever been held on the floor of: 
council. 

Mr. Bosche was termed a ‘“‘beer slingcr | 
of the fourth ward,” and it was openly 
stated that when the tax committec 
put Bosche in office it was time 
to think; Mayor Woodward Was 
charged With having fixed his tax com- 
mittee for the election of Mr. Boscheé, | 
and this statement Mayor Woodward de- | 
nounced as “an infamous lie,” adding | 
that he was personally responsible to 
the man who said it. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Harwell left the chair 
and engaged in a controversy with Coun- 


eilman Quillian. 

Alderman Girardeau 
pro tem. that the tax committee 
to be slapped in the face and that he 
would like to slap both sides of the 
face. 

Other members of council diq not en- 
Rage so much in expressions of this 
kind, but they were excited and took 
little pains to conceal! it. 

In addition, forthe first time so far, 
as anyone remembers, council has de- 
clined to ratify a committee appoint- 
ment, The fight was solely a personal 
one on Mr. Bosche and had as its prin- 
ciple the retention in office of men whe 
are doing satisfactory work. 

Two Heports Read. 

The matter came before council in a 
péculiar manner The tax committee 
atinounced its appointments in a report’! 
to council waAmong these announce- 
ments was the statement that Mr. Bos- 
che had been elected clerk to the re- 
corder.’ Alderman McEachern submitted 
a minority report naming W. H, Pres- | 
ton as clerk to the recorder. 

City Attorney Mayson held that the 
adoption of the majority report would 
give the place to Mr. Bosche, while the 
adoption of the minority report would 
continue Mr. Preston in office. The fact 
that two reports were submitted, there- 
fore, virtually gave to council the power | 
of electing the clerk to the recorder | 
this year. 

The adopted minority report now goes | 
to Mayor Woodward for action. He has 
given no intimation of what he will 
do.

Governor Terrell! yesterday signed ar 
order commuting the sentence of Charles 
J. Odell, of Savannah, to discharge from 
further confinement in ja#l upon the pay- 
ment of the fine of $1,000, which, with 
three months in jail, was imposed upoh 
him for keeping a gaming house in Sa- 
vannah., 

As a matter of fact the recommenda- 
tion of the prison commission, upon which 
this action of the governor was based, 
Was made last week when the prison 
cominisson was in session, but was not 
sent to the governor. It was held up in 
the prison commission office until Odell, 
Who was ther in New York, should sur- 
render himsel® to the sheriff of Chatham 
county and thus place himself within 
the commiss.on’s jurisdiction, 

Odel] reuched Savannah fast Friday 
afternoon and surrendered to the sheriff. 
In the meantime the prison commission 
had adjourned, and Chairman Turner and 
Commissioner Eason had left the city. 

It was the Intention to have the matter 
acted on right away, but a publication 
@ppeared in an afcernoon paper to the 
effect that Odell] had returned from New 
York in the best of health and spirits. 
This was quite contrary to the report 
received from the New York physicians, 
including ‘William EK. Cuff, M. D., of 115 
West Eighty-seventh street; Willlam V 
Cherry and William L. Bradley, who 
certified to the wuecuracy of Dr. Cuff’s 
statements. Dr. Cuff declared that Odell] 
was suffering from  neurasthenia, an 
acute nervous trouble, and stated that 
imprisonment would be dangerous. A 
similar statement was made by Dr. S. G. 
C. Pinckney, of Atlanta, certified to by 
Dr. J. F. Ferriberry, of New York. 


Report from Savannah. 


When, in the face of this siatement, 
réport came from Savannah that Odell 


was perfectly well and in good spirits, it | 


Was decided to make further investiga- 
tion. Instead of acting on Saturday, 
therefore, the prison commission deferred 
its report to the governor until yester- 
day. 

Yesterday reports were received from 
three Savannah physicians, Drs. 3. L. 
Hiers, William B. Crawford and Dave 
Silverman, all of whum declared that 
Odell was suffering from acute neuras- 
thenia and other diseases, and that im- 
prisonment would endanger his life. These 
statements fuliy bore out the reports ag 
to his conditlon made by the New York 
physicians. 

It appears never to have been the in- 
tention of the commission to relieve Odell 
of the payment of his fine of $1,000, de- 
epite the fact that he had already for- 
feited his $1,500 nond, and in the face of 
the fact aiso tnai Solicitor General W. 
W. Osborne recommended that the fine 
be remitted as well as the imprisonment. 
The commission did no more than what 
was asked by Odell in his application, 
that 1s relieve Lim of his jail sentence. 

In commuting Odell’s sentence’ the 
prison commission makes the following 
statement:
